GERMANS IN 
BRITAIN PRISUN 
CAMPS WELL FED 


Tea Is Not the Only Thing Pro- 
vided for England’s Un- 
willing Boarders. 


LONDON, Sept. 8.—There are about 
6000 German suspects and prisoners of 
war in concentration camps at Alder- 
suot, Newbury, Dorchester, Queens- 
berry, Lancaster, Difrii Hall, which is 
near Chester; Edinburgh and Temple- 
more, Ireland. The Aldershot camp is 
at Frith Hall. 

At Dorchester the men are in bar- 
racks. The Newbury cainp is on the 
famous racecourse, two disused fac- 
tories are used at Queensberry and sim- 
ilar accommodations at Lancaster. The 
Irish station at Templemore is using 
the military barracks, and Edinburgh 
has a large camp m the open. Dyfrim 
Hall is a large country mansion, and 
only officers are quartered there. 

If another camp is needed, it will be 
located probably at Salisbury Plain. 


The Aldershot camp, like others in 
the open, is surrounded by a barbed 
wire fence 10 feet high, around v-hich, 
at a distance of about 20 feet, is a ring 
of wire entanglements five feet broad. 
The prisoners here are all men who 
would be serving in the German army 
if they could get out of the country, 
together with men suspected of spying. 
They are housed in tents with board 
floors.

All needed clothing is supplieq 
by the commandant, who has orders to 
purchase from local shops. The men 
sleep on straw mattresses, and are sup- 
plied with blankets.

London Believes Allies Now 


Have Advantage of Position 


LONDON, Sept- 8.—The public is waiting, breathless, with 
‘the hope that the allies have finally taken the offensive, but the 
cautious tone of the official communications issued from France 
indicate that the forward movement of the allies is only a feeler 
to ascertain the reason for the strange eastward swing of the Ger- 
man right. 

No matter, however, what the forward movement may mean, 
a decisive battle cannot be long postponed. Meantime the western 
valley of the Seine, recently overrun by the Germans, has been 
cleared of the enemy and has been given a breathing spell. 

The unexpected swing o fthe Germans has caused a re-adjust- 
ment of the lines of the allies. The movement of the Germans was 
ascertained so promptly by the aeroplanes of the allies that abuna- 
ant time was given for the shift. 

It is evident that the Germans now have before the front ot 
their wedge-like advance the veterans of the allies left wing which 
aaderwent a terrible battering along the Franco-Belgian border. 
The ranks of these French-British forces have been reinforced and 
the losses have been replaced. 

Another advnatage enjoyed by the allies is the fact that their 

flanks are protected by the great fortresses of Paris and Verdun, 
while in the German rear Maubeuge is‘still held by the French, 
despite the fall of three of its fortresses.

No Food, Flee From Paris 


Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and New York World. 

LONDON, Sept. 8—The Chronicle has 
the following dispatch from a corre- 
spondent, writing at St. Pierre de Vou- 
vray on Sunday: 

‘My journey to Paris, after wan- 
dering along the westerly and souther- 
ly roads, is unforgetable. At the mo- 
ment I went into the city thousands and 
scores of thousands were flying from 
it. I believe all France believed that fn 
a few hours German shells should be 
crashing across the fortifications of the 
capital, and Paris beautiful would 
be Paris infernal. 

‘‘Along the road from Tours to Paris 
there were 60 unbroken miles of peo- 
ple. On my honor, I do not exaggerate, 
but write the absolute truth, they are 
people who despaired of breaking 
through the dense masses of fellow 
citizens who camped around the railway 
stations, and so decided to take to the 
roads as the only way of escape. 

Aged Women in the Procession. 

‘Here were women of the gay world, 
whose tight skirts and white stockings 
were never made.for the long march 
down the highways of France. Here 
were thousands of those poor old ladies 
who live on a few francs a week in the 
top attics of the Paris streets which 
Balzac knew. They fled from their 
poor sanctuaries and some of them 
still were carrying cats and Canaries 
as dear to g om as their lives. One 
young woman walked with a pet mon- 
key on her shoulder while she carried 
a bird in a golden cage. 

“Old men who remembered 1870 gave 
arms to old ladies to whom they had 
made love when the Prussians were at 
the gates of Paris before. It was piti- 
ful to see these old people now hob- 
bling along together, pitiful but beau- 
tiful also because of their lasting love, 
Young boys, students with ties as black 
as hats and rat tail hair, marched in 
small companies of comrades, singing 
brave songs, though there was fear in 
their hearts and very little fgqod, I 
think, in their stomachs. 

“Shop girls , and concierges, city 
clerks and old aristocrats, young boys 
and girls, who supported grandfathers 
and grandmothers and carried new- 
born babies, gave pickaback rides to 
little brothers and sisters. All came 
along the way of retreat .Bach human 
being in that vast torrent of life will 
have an unforgettable story to tell if 
life remains. 

“When I met many of them they were 
almost beyond the power of words, The 
hot sun of this September beat down. 
scorching them as in the glow of molten 
metal. Tongues clave to mouth’ with 
thirst. Some of them had that wild look 
in their eyes which is the first sign of 
the delirium of thirst and fatigue. Noth- 
ing to eat or drink Could be found in 
that way out of - aris. the little road- 
side cafes ~having been Cleaned out by 
the preceding hordes.

ANTWERP, Sept. 8—The disappoint- 
ing thing about our week-end trip to 
Brussels was that we didn’t encounter 
any Uhlans. Everyone had warned us 
repeatedly about Uhlans; we expected to 
see nothing else and the officer who bade 
bus good-by at the Belgian outposts said 
he only. hoped they Would give us time 
to explain who we were before they 
fired. “They are such hasty fellows, 
these Uhlans,” he said, “always shoot- 
ing first and making inquiries after- 

ward.”’ 

As @ matter of fact, we saw only 4 
single Uhlan on the entire trip. He had 
neither lance nor horse, but was riding 
about Brussels in a hack, contentedly 
puffing a large porcelain pipe. 

Like the gentlemen in Browning's 
poem, “How we carried the good news 
from Ghent to Aix,” there were three 
of us, Manley Whedbe, director of the 
British-American Tobacco Co.; Lincoln 
Eyre of New York and myself. But, 
instead of carrying good news from 
Ghent to Aix, we were carrying De- 
partment of State dispatches from Ant- 
werp to Brussels; instead of riding pant- 
ing horses, I drove a panting motor 
car with the strength of many horses 
beneath its hood. — 

Twe U. 8S. Flags on Auto. 

By two American flags mounted on 
the windshield and “Service Consulair 
de Etates Unis d’Amerique” and ‘‘Amer- 
icanischer Consulardienst,’” painted in 
staring letters on the hood, we hoped 
to make clear to Belgians and Germans 
alike wé were enjoying closed season, 
so far as shooting was concerned. We 
were warned by Belgian officers upon 
leaving Lierre we must be prepared to 
meet Uhlan patrols within a few kilo- 
meters of that town, and if we did not 
halt instantly when ordered to be fired 
upon. 

We first sighted Germans when ap- 
proaching a railway grade crossing out- 
side of Aerschot. There were a hundred 
of them waiting for us behind a hedge, 
with rifles leveled. When a hundred 
yards away an officer in a trailing gray 
cloak stepped into the middle of the 
road and held up his hand ahd called 
out: “Halt!” 

I jammed on the brakes. 


“Everyone get out of the automobile

ed in German. We got out very 
promptly.” | 

“One of you advance alone with 
hands up.’’ 

I advanced alone, but not with my 
hands up. I had that shivery feeling 
chasing up and down my spine which 
comes from knowing you are covered 
with a hundred rifles. 

“Are you Pnglish?’ the officer de- 
manded none too pleasantly. 

“No, American,” I said. 

‘T know America well,” he said. “‘At- 
lantic City and Niagara Falis and Coney 
Island. I have seen all your famous 
places.”’ 

Cigarettes Given to Soldiers. 

Imagine standing in the middle of 
a Belgian road, surrounded by German 
soldiers, who looked as though they 
would rather shoot you than not and 
distussing the relative merits of hotels 
at Atlantic City with an officer of an 
invading army. 

We had had the foresight to bring 
along a thousand boxes of cigarettes 
and we tossed a box to every German 
soldier we saw. You could have fol- 
lowed our trail by the cigarette boxes 
we left behind us. But, as it turned 
out, the cigarettes saved us from very 
serious trouble. 

I learned from an officer that only an 
hoyr before our arrival a Belgian ar- 
mored car came down the road with Its 
machine gun squirting @ stream of lead 
and smashed straight through the Ger- 
man line, killing three men and wound- 
ing 10 others. They were burying them 
when we arrived, The German Captain 
commanding the outpost sent a soldier 
with us to headquarters in Aerschot. 

We were the first foreigners to 
aerschot, or rather what ig left of _ -. 
schot since it was sacked and burned 
by the Germans. A fortnight ago Aer- 
schot was a happy and prosperous town 
of 10,000 people. Today it is little more 
than a heap of brick and plaster, with 
a population of 300 German soldiers and 
nerhaps #0 white-faced women. Prac- 
tically every house in the city 
unmistakable evidence of having been 
sacked and burned. 

For at Jjeast a mile we drove our car 
slowly between the blackened, walis of 
fire-gutted houses. A significant fact 
was that on the doors of the few unde- 
stroyed houses in the town was scrawled 
with chalk in German: “Gute Leute 
plundern nicht.” (Good atade do not 
piunder.”’) 

We passed in from outpent to outpost, 
f-om regimental headquarters to regi- 
mental headquarters until we reached 
Louvain. Here another scene of desoia- 
tion and two-thirds of the houses were 
In ashes. Most of the principal streets 
are impassable because of the masses of 
fallen masonry. Everywhere through the

LONDON, Sept. 8.—Reports from Rus- 

sian sources indicate that the position 
of the Austrian army, both of that 
portion defeated at Lemberg and of that 
engaged south of Lublin, in Poland is 
critical. News of “complete Austrian 
defeat is expected momentarily in Petro- 
grad. 

The Morning Post correspondent at 
Petrograd says the fate of the Austrian 
army and of Austria itself may be de- 
cided before his dispatch gets into print. 

The remnant of the Austrian army de- 
feated before Lemberg is reported sur- 
rounded on three sides by Russians and 
retreating southwest and west into a 
miarsh country, closely pursued by the 
Russians. 

The Austrians corps and their Ger- 
man allies who are reported to have 
been rushed to their rescue in Poland 
are fighting for their lives in North- 
eastern Galicia, between the Vistula 
and the San rivers. The Russians are 
advancing along a front of 100 miles be- 
tween the Vistula and the Riwer Bug, 
driving the Austrians and Germans be- 
fore them. 

Preemsyl Reported Invested. 


Pursuing the Austrians south from 
Lemberg, the Russians have occupied 
Stryj] and other points and passes of 
the, Carpathian Mountains on the road 
to Budapest.

On the other hand, I shal! adopt 
the most stringent measures as soon 
as the above conditions are not ob- 
served. In this respect I shall hold 
the hostages in the first instance. re- 
spensible.

any act whatever ‘hostile to our 
troops. Finally, the entire city is re- 
sponsible for the deeds of every in- 
dividual citizen, and the citizens will 
do well to keep mutual oversight 
over each other, in order that they 
may avoid the unpleasant conse- 
quences that must follow upon any 
co-operation with the enemy.” 

It is as a consequence of nonob- 
servance of such proclamations, the 
Germans state, that a number of 
villages in Belgium -and on the 
Franco-German frontier have been 
burned, and the inhabitants severely 
punished.

Ruzsky Sent to Lead Army. 

Appeais to Germany to rush reinforce- 
ments to Poland have resulted, so far 
as has been reported, in a German de- 
feat in the valley of the Vistula. To 
effect Gen. Von Auffenberg’s defeat the 
more speedily it is reported from Petro- 
grad that the hero of Lemberg, .Gen, 
Ruzsky, has been sent into Poland to 
take command, while only a part of 
the Russian columns before Lember and 
Halicz has pushed on after the fleeing 
Austrians to the southwest and west. 

A Rome dispatch says that the Rus- 
sians are encountering whole detach- 
ments of Austrians fleeing from Lem- 
berg, who ask to be made prisoners, 
saying that iney cannot éndure the pri- 
vations and abuse from their officers. 

A Havas agency dispatch says, that 
when Vienna learned of the evacuation 
of Lemberg, it set 20,000 men to work 
fortifying the capital. ' The Russians re- 
leased all political prisoners in. Lem- 
berg. 


The Petrograd. correspondent of the 
Times says: 

“The Russians are being received with 
open arms by the populace ‘of most of 
the cities in.

“Blow after blow was delivered, now 
to the north and now to the south, that 
staggered the Austrians. and the final 
battle, lasting a week, drove them to 
headlong flight. 
“ThexRussians are now able to con- 
centrate their attention on the first 
Austrian army, whose task, it has been 
to break the Russian line between Lub- 
lin and Kholm. Rarely has an army 
been in a more critical position than 
this Austrian force and the next few 
days should decide the issue.”’ 

An Athens dispatch to the Times 
states that the Russian victories over 
Austria appear to have cleared the air 
somewhat in the Balkans, although the 
danger of complications can not be said 
to have entirely passed. The popilar 
press believes the Russian victories as- 
sure the neutrality of Turkey and Bul- 
garia. 


Russians Sleep Three Hours Nightly,

LONDON, Sept. 8.—A special dispatch 
to the Star from Petrograd announces 
that many German aeroplanes are ap- 
pearing on the Russian frontier, her- 
alding the arrival of reinforcements. 

The Germans seem to possess i pow- 
erful force in the Posen district. the 
Star correspondent. says, as they move 
their troops from Posen to East Prus- 
tia or Galicia as occasion demands.

Russian Embassy Reports Capture of

WASHINGTON, Sept. 8.—The Russian 
embassy here today issued the follow- 
ing statement in regard to the members;

‘On Sept. 5 our troops took the strong 
fortifications of Mikolae on the Dniester 
River. The moats of these works were 
covered by flanking fire, the artillery 
placed in steel cupolas and the whole 
of the works surrounded by a triple 
line of wire entanglements.

“In one of the field hospitals that 
fell into our hands were found 500 Aus- 
trian soldiers ill of dysentery.

“In East Prussia only skirmishing is 
taking place.”

LONDON, Sept. 8.—Many Americans 
arrived last night from Brussels, Ber- 
lin, and other. continental cities.

Dinant frequently has been the scene 
of warfare. In 1466 Duke Philip the 
Good besieged the town with 30,000. men, 
and when it surrendered permitted his 
men to pillage it for three days’ and 
set it on fire. Bound id twos, 800 of 
the inhabitants were. drowned.in. the 
Meuse, while Philip, though ill,, wit- 
nessed the executions from the litter on 
which he was carried to‘the river bank. 
Afterward even the.walls of the’ bulld- 
ings were leveled so.that not a vestige 
of the town should remain. The town 
was-rebuilt by Charles the Bold, Philip’s 
son, but it again was sacked and burned 
in 1554 by the French. The principal 
building of historic interest :was. the 
Church of Notre Dame, built in the 
thirteenth century. .The town was the 
center of manufactories of metallic 
wares, glass, paper and leather.)

SAYS NOTED HISTORIAN

Ferrero Sees No Prospect for Realization of 


Polish Nationality 


Through Prussian 


or Austrian Domination.

ROME, Sept. 

ED are passing from surprise to 

WV surprise. After seeing a heroic 

and unconquerable army emerge 

from the factories and mines of Bel- 

gium, are we about to see, in the Far 

East of Europe, Poland issue forth 

alive from the monstrous sepulchre in 

which it has been lying for more than 
a century? 

One would say so. The three empires 
that were the executioners of Poland 
have become all at once its fondest 
friends. War had scarcely been de- 
clared before the report that* Russian 
Poland had revolted was circulated in 
Austria. 

All at once the German and Austrian 
newspapers announced that Germany 
and Austria purposed to free Russian 
Poland from the Muscovite yoke. Im- 
mediately the Austrian and German 
Governments began trying various 
means of courting the Poles. The Czar, 
in his turn, replied with a master stroke. 
In a solemn proclamation, he promised, 
if Russia were victorious. ..othing less 
than to reconstitute under his scepter 
the kingdom of Poland, its own admin- 
istration, its own language. it’s own 
education, its own religion. 

A Perplexiuag Choice. 

After having groaned and suffered 
so Many years under the lash of three 
oppressors combined to ruin them, the 
Poles find themselves ioday obliged to 
choose between three protectors. The 
embarrassment is by no means slight, 
for Austria and Germany on the one 
hand, and Russia on the other, desire 
by these promises to make the weapons 
fall from the hands of the'Poles who are 
fighting in the armies of the enemy. 

Which of these converted uerscutors 
of the three Polands is likely to keep 
its new vows’ The history of events 
before the war may throw some light 
on the question. 


There is no doubt that, of the three 
Polands,~the Prussian is the one whose 
rulers, in the last 30 years, has had to 
maintain the severest struggle. There 
is but one reason, and it is simple: 
Prussia has never been content to rule 
the Poles, hut has even sought to Ger- 
manize them. 


The rapid growth of Prussia in the 
last two centuries is partly due to the 
fact that she has succeeded in Ger- 
manizing the scattered Polish popula- 
tion she has gradually subjugated. 
Many of these, who are now faithful 
and fervent Prussians, are grandsons 
and great-grandsons of Poles, whose 
language; religion and customs the 
Prussian administration has changed. 


Poles as City Builders. 


Several of the cities of Eastern Prus- 
sia—Danzig and Koenigsberg for ex- 
ample—were founded by Poles. There 
is no doubt that as Prussia approached 
more closely to the heart of ancient 
Poland, she has met a more stubborn 
resistance, but the Germanization of 
the Poles is, so to speak, a historic 
necessity for Prussia. 

So the Poles can hope Yor nothing 
from Germany, and they know it. Ger- 
many may, in these days, consent to 
the appointment of some Archbishop 
who is beloved of the Poles, but if she 
wins she will resume the Germaniza- 
tion of her Polish provinces with re- 
doubled vigor. Arrangements and agree- 
ments are not possible. 

On the other hand, Catholic Austria 
has never attempted to*Germanize the 
Foles, and has respected their languag- 
and their religion. Of the three Po- 
lands into which the ancient kingdom 
was split up, Austrian Poland has been 
the least unhappy in the last 30 years. 

But can Poland hope from Austria 
the miracle of a partial national res- 
urrection? It would not seem so. Aus- 
tria is an old empire that has rapidly 
deteriorated in the last few years, prin- 
cipally because of her failure to satis- 
fy simultaneously the national aspira- 
tions of the Germans, the Czechs, the 
Hungarians, the Italians and th 
Southern Slavs, of which she is com- 
posed. 

But supposing that she should issue 
victorious from this vast conflict, would 
she have the power to satisfy, in addi- 
tion to those:that are already worrying 
her so much, the national aspirations of 
the Polish people, increased in numbers 
by the annexation of part of Russian Po- 
land? It seems to me to be extremely 
doubtful. The confusion of that tower of 
Babel which is the Austrian Empire 
would be increased. 

Russia Cap Solve Question. 

Russia remains. An ocean of blood 
and hatred lies between Russians and 
Poles. Russia, algo, like Prussia, has 
ferociously persecuted the Poles; she 
hes tried to Russianize them by farce; 
she has persecuted their language, their 
religion. their national traditions, but 


9 at the present moment Russia has this 


uecisive advantage over Austria and 
Germany: She alone of the three powers 
at War can, if she will and if she wins 
eolve the Polish question. 

Russia is so vast and so populous 
that she can, without any loss, even 
with an advantage to herself, renounce 
the useless chimera of Russianizing Po- 
land, and can unfold the Czar’s crown 
into an imperial tiara and a royal dia- 
dem. 

She will inevitably be driven to do 1f, 
however feebly the Poles may be urging 
her at this moment; for it would be ab- 
eurd that, while engaging in such a gi- 
gantic war on behalf of the Slavs of the 
South, who .are as it were the cadets 
«ft the great family, she should persist tn 
persecuting these of the Slavic peoples 
who first were civilized, and to whom 
the history of Slavic culture gives the 
mght to be considered the first born. 

Summing up, an understanding be- 
tween Germany and Poland seems iin- 
possible. Austria has been more friend- 
ly or less hostile to Poland, but it does 
not appear that she can do much in the 
future for the benefit of the unfortunate 
nation. Russia has been bitterly hostile, 
but she might, if she would, roll away 
the heavy stone from the sepulchre in 
which Poland was immured alive at the 
end of the eighteenth century. 

Germany Blocked Autonomy. 

This is so true that several years ago, 
at the close of the wer with Japan, the 
idea of.conceding autonomy to Poland 
was already discussed in Russia, but 
Germany prevented it. I learned from 
one of the high functionaries of the Rus- 
sian court that Germany informed the 
St. Petersburg Government several 
years ago that any concession of autono- 
my Russia might make to her Polish 
subjects would be considered by Ger- 
many a8 a casus belli. 

So it is to be believed that the Poles 
of Prussia will not take arms with much 
enthusiasm, but that Austria will be able 
to expect more from the subjects in 
Galicia. The behavior of the Poles 
who are subjects of Russia is very un- 
certain. Will they yield to Russia in 
this supreme houf and become reconcile4 
with the great Slavic Power that is hold- 
ing out its hands‘to them? 
try to embarrass it by revolutionary at- 
tempts, as the German newspapers are 
reporting? 

This is one of the many riddles of 
this tremendous war. The Poles are an 
ardent, generous, grave, patriotic people, 
put sometimes too imaginative and in- 
clined to great mystic impulses whicli 
carry the ming@@beyond the confines of 
reality. _ , 

The hope that Poland alone, by & 
miraculous revolution, will be able to 
overthrow the three empires—the three 
immeasurable” blocks that close her 
tomb—has long inflamed the minds of 
many Poles. 

Hour Ia About to Strike. 


It is to be feared that, to many Poles 
a kingdom reconstructed and protected 
by Russia will not seem the prodigious 
national resurrection that four genera- 
ticns have awaited, with the same faith 
a; that with which the Jews awaited the 
Messiah. 

Events will tell 
hypotheses will be verified. Certain it is 
that, for the Poles, the decisive hour 
is about to strike. 

May their ardent national genius in- 
spire them, may our generation see the 
close of the long and terrible trial which 
their nation has undergone! All gen- 
erous hearts will exult, forgetting the 
horrors of the war, in the day on which 
Pcland sball live again among the grea; 
civilized states of Europe.

On the other hand, I shal! adopt 
the most stringent measures as soon 
as the above conditions are not ob- 
served. In this respect I shall hold 
the hostages in the first instance. re- 
spensible.

Finally, the entire city is re- 
sponsible for the deeds of every in- 
dividual citizen, and the citizens will 
do well to keep mutual oversight 
over each other, in order that they 
may avoid the unpleasant conse- 
quences that must follow upon any 
co-operadion with the enemy.”

Dinant frequently has been the scene 
of warfare. In 1466 Duke Philip the 
Good besieged the town with 30,000 men, 
and when it surrendered permitted his 
men to pillage it for three days and 
set it on fire. Bound in twos, 800 of 
the inhabitants were. drowned.in..the 
Meuse, while Philip, though ill,, wit- 
nessed the executions from the litter on 
which he was carried to'the river. bank. 
Afterward even the ,walls of the build- 
ings were leveled so.that not a vestige 
of the town should remain. The town 
was rebuilt by Charles the Bold, Philip's 
son, but it again was sacked and burned 
in 1554 by the French. The principal 
building of historic interest :was_ the 
Church of Notre Dame, built in the 
thirteenth century. The town’ was the 
center of manufactories of. metallic 
wares, glass, paper and leather.)

AN RUSSIA’S PROMISE, 
SAYS NOTED HISTORIAN |

Polish Nationality 
or Austrian 


Ferrero Sees No Prospect for Realization of 


Through Prussian 
Domination.

E are passing from surprise to 
WV surprise. After seeing a heroic 

and unconquerable army emerge 

from the factories and mines of Bel- 
gium, are we about to see, in the Far 
East of Europe, Poland issue forth 
alive from the monstrous sepulchre in 
which it has been lying for more than 
a century? 
One would say so. The three empires 
that were the executioners of Poland 
have become all at once its fondest 
friends. War had scarcely been de- 
clared before the report that* Russian 
Poland had revolted was circulated in 
Austria. 
All at once’ the German and Austrian 
newspapers announced that Germany 
and Austria purposed to free Russian 
Poland from the Muscovite yoke. Im- 
mediately the Austrian and German 
Governments began trying various 
means of courting the Poles. The Czar, 
in his turn, replied with a master stroke. 
In a solemn proclamation, he promised, 
ix Russia were victorious. ..othing less 
than to reconstitute under his scepter 
the kingdom of Poland, its own admin- 
istration, its own language. it’s own 
education, its own religion. 

A Perplexiuag Choice. 
After having groaned and suffered 
so Many years under the lash of three 
oppressors combined to ruin them, the 
Poles’ find themselves ioday obliged to 
choose between three protectors. The 
embarrassment is by no means slight, 
for Austria and Germany on the one 
hand, and Russia on the other, desire 
by these promises to make the weapons 
fall from the hands of the'Poles who are 
fighting in the armies of the enemy. 
Which of these converted verscutors 
of the three Polands is likely to keep 
its new vows’? The history of events 
before the war may throw some light 
on the question. 


There is no doubt that, of the three 
Polands, the Prussian is the one whose 
rulers, in the last 30 years, has had to 
maintain the severest struggle. There 
is but one reason, and it is simple: 
Prussia has never been content to rule 
the Poles, hut has even sought to Ger- 
manize them. 


The rapid growth of Prussia in the 
last two centuries is partly due to the 
fact that she has succeeded in Ger- 
manizing the scattered Polish popula- 
tion she has gradually subjugated. 
Many of these, who are now faithful 
and fervent Prussians, are grandsons 
and great-grandsons of Poles, whose 
language; religion and customs the 
Prussian administration has changed. 


Poles as City Butlders. 


Several of the cities of Eastern Prus- 
sia—Danzig and Koenigsberg for ex- 
ample—were founded by Poles. There 
is no doubt that as Prussia approached 
more closely to the heart of ancient 
Poland, she has met a more stubborn 
tesistance, but the Germanization of 
the Poles is, so to speak, a historic 
necessity for Prussia. 

So the Poles can hope for nothing 
from Germany, and they know it. Ger- 
many may, in these days, consent to 
the appointment of some Archbishop 
who is beloved of the Poles, but if she 
wins she will resume the Germaniza- 
tion of her Polish provinces within re- 
doubled vigor. Arrangements and agree- 
ments are not possible. 

On the other hand, Catholic Austria 
has never attempted to Germanize the 
Foles, and has respected their languag> 
and their religion. Of the three Po- 
lands into which the ancient kingdom 
was split up, Austrian Poland has been 
the least unhappy in the last 50 years. 
But can Poland hope from Austria 
the miracle of a partial national res- 
urrection? It would not seem so. Aus- 
tria is an old empire that has rapidly 
deteriorated in the last few years, prin- 
cipally because of her failure to satis- 
fy simultaneously the national aspira- 
tions of the Germans, the Czechs, the 
Hungarians, the Italians and tha 
Southern Slavs, of which she is com- 
posed. 

But supposing that she should issue 
victorious from this vast conflict, would 
she have the power to satisfy, in addi- 
tion to those that are already worrying 
her so much, the national aspirations of 
the Polish people, increased in numbers 
by the annexation of part of Russian Po- 
land? It seemge to me to be extremely 
doubtful. The confusion of that tower of 
Babel which is the Austrian Empire 
would be increased. 


Russia Can Solve Question. 
Russia remains. An ocean of blood 
and hatred lies between Russians and 
Poles. Russia, also, like Prussia, has 
ferociougly persecuted the Poles; she 
hes tried to Russianize them by ferce; 
she has persecuted their language, their 
religion, their nationa! traditions, but 
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y9at the present moment Russia has this 
uecisive advantage over Austria and 
Germany: She alone of the three powers 
at war can, if she will and if she wins 
solve the Polish question. 

Russia is so vast and so populous 
that she can, without any loss, even 
with an advantage to herself, renounce 
the useless chimera of Russianizing Po- 
land, and can unfold the Czar’s crown 
into an imperial tiara and a royal dia- 
dem. 

She will mMmevitably be driven to do If, 
however feebly the Poles may be urging 
her at this moment; for it would be ab- 
eurd that, while engaging in such a gi- 
gantic war on behalf of the Slavs of the 
South, who are as it were the cadets 
«ft the great family, she should persist in 
persecuting these of the Slavic peoples 
who first were civilized, and to whom 
the history of Slavic culture gives the 
mght to be considered the first born. 

Summing up, an understanding be- 
tween Germany and Poland seems iim- 
possible. Austria has been more friend- 
ly or less hostile to Poland, but it does 
not appear that she can do much in the 
future for the benefit of the unfortunate 
nation. Russia has been bitterly hostile, 
but she might, if she would, roll away 
the heavy stone from the sepulchre tn 
which Poland was immured alive at the 
end of the eighteenth century. 

Germany Blocked Autonomy. 


This is so true that several years -ago, 
at the close of the wer with Japan, the 
idea of.conceding autonomy to Poland 
was already discussed in Russia, but 
Germany prevented it. I learned from 
one of the high functionaries of the Rus- 
sian court that Germany informed the 
St. Petersburg Government several 
years ago that any concession of autono- 
my Russia might make to her Polish 
subjects would be considered by Ger- 
many a8 a casus belli. 

So it is to be believed that the Poles 
of Prussia will not take arms with much 
enthusiasm, but that Austria will be able. 
to expect more from the subjects in 
Galicia. The behavior of the Poles 
who are subjects of Russia is very un- 
certain. Will they yield to Russia in 
this supreme hour and become reconcile 
with the great Slavic Power that is hold- 
ing out its hands*to them? Or will they 
try to embarrass it by revolutionary at- 


reporting? 

This is one of 
this tremendous war. The Poles arv ar 
ardent, generous, grave, patriotic people, 
out sometimes tdo imaginative and in- 
clined to great mystic impulses which 
carry the ming@ebeyond the Confines of 


reality. 

The hope that Poland alone, by «a 
miraculous revolution, will be able to 
overthrow the three empires—the three 
immeasurable blocks that close her 
tomb—has long inflamed the minds of 
many Poles. 

Hour Is About te Strike. 


It is to be feared that, to many Poles 


by Russia will not seem the prodigious 
national resurrection that four genera- 
ticns have awaited, with the same faith 
as that with which the Jews awaited the 
Messiah. 

Events will tell us which of these 
hypotheses will be verified. Certain it is 
that, for the Poles, the decisive hour 
is about to strike. 

May their ardent national genius in- 
spire them, may our generation see the 
close of the long and terrible trial which 
their nation has undergone! All gen- 
erous hearts will exult, forgetting the 
horrors of the war, in the day on which 
Pcland shall live again among the grea; 
civilized states of Europe.

BRITAIN'S LIFE IS 
AT STAKE. KIPLING 
WARNS AUDIENCE 


LONDON, Sept. 8—‘“It is not con- 
ceivable that we should fail. If we do 
fail, the lights of freedom go out over 
the whole world.” 

This was t..e declaration of Rudyard 
Kipling, the author, in a stirring ad- 
dress to a mass meeting at Brighton, 
where an immense crowd had gathered 


support of Lord Kitchener's crusade for 
recruits. The meeting was presided 
over by the Lord Mayo. of Brighton, 
seconded by Herbert Samuel, President 
of the local Government Board, Kip- 
ling said: 

“Through no fault or—wish vf ours, 
we are at war with Germany, the 
power which owes its existence to three 
well-thought-out wars; the power which 
for the last 2 years has devoted itself 
to organizing and preparing for this 
war; the power which is now fighting 
to conquer the civilized world. 

“For the last two generations, the 
Germans in their books, lectures, 
speeches and schools, have been care- 
fully taught that nothing less than this 
world conquest was the object of their 
preparations and their sacrifices. They 
have prepared carefully and sacrificed 
greatly. 

Men, and Men, and Men, 

‘‘We must have men, and men, and 
men, if we, with our allies, are to 
check the onrush of the organized bar- 
barism. 

“Have ro illusions. We are dealing 
with a strong and magnificently 
equipped enemy, whose avowed aim is 
our complete destruction. 

‘“‘The violation of Belgium, the attack 
on France and the defense against 
Russia are only steps by the way. 
Germany’s real objective, as she al- 
ways has told us, is England, and En- 
gland’s wealth, trade and world-wide 
possessions. 

“If you assume for an instant that 
the attack will be successful, England 
will not be reduced, as some people say, 
to the rank of a second-rate power, bur 
we shall cease to exist as a nation. We 
shall become an outlying province of 
Germany, to be administered with that 
severity which German safety and in- 
terest require. 

England Is United. 

‘“‘We arm against such a fate. We en- 
ter into a new life in which all the facts 
of war that we had put behind or for- 
gotten for the last hundreGd years nave 
returned to the front, and test us as 
they tested our fathers. It will be a 
long and a hard road, beset with diffi- 
culties and discouragements, but we 
tread it together, and we will tread it 
together to the end. 

“Our petty social divisions and barriers 
bave been swept away at the outset of 
our mighty struggle. All the interests of 
our life of six weeks ago are dead. We 
have but one interest, now, and that 
tcuches the naked heart of every man 
in this island and in the empire. 

“If we are to win the right for our- 
selves and for freedom to exist on earth, 
every man must offer himself for that 
service and that sacrifice.’’ 


Germans Trying to Prevent 


Britain From Getting Food 
LONDON, Sept. 8-—The § Standara 
States that the Germans are making a 
desperate attempt to deprive the United 
Kingdom of provisions supplied by the 
Scandinavian countries. 

German agents, it says, are now trav- 
eling through Norway, Sweden and 
Denmark, offering prices 2 per cent 
higher than those carried by British 
contracts. To aid this attack the Ger. 
man Government has removed the im. 
port -uty on provisions. 

English merchants are concerned lest 
the Danish merchants, influenced by 
German high prices, should divert some 
of their trade to Germany.

Prof. J. E. W. Wallace Wallin of | 


}will have charge of the special schools 


of the city, which are devoted to back- 
ward children. 

Wallin, outlining the method he will 
employ in St. Louis, told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter the principals of all 
public schools, immediately after open- 
ing the fall session, will pick out the 
children who appear backward. He in- 
tends then to have a full report made 
to him, if possible, on the child’s social 
influences, heredity, school and. medi- 
cal record. 

Thus he will know, before examéning 
the child, what home influences it has, 
whether it comes from a family where 
half a dozen children sleep in the same 
poorly ventilated room, which possibly 
might have a bearing on its mental 
condition. With the record of the 
child’s heredity, he knows if the fa- 
ther is addicted to liquor, or the mother 
to habit-forming drugs, or if either of 
them is dull. He will know how many 
terms the pupil has remained in the 
same grade, and whether backward in 
all studies, or apparently bright in one 
and dull in several others. 


Will Make Medical Examination. 


With the medical record before him, 
he will know whether the child has suf- 
fered from adenoids or incipient tuber- 
culosis, Or any disease which might 
tend to retard the mental growth. 

Then the child will be brought before 
him for a physical examination, which 
will correlate the mental with the physi- 
cal findings. 

“Bodily retardation usually denotes 
mental retardation,’’ Wallin said, ‘‘and 
as a rule the greater the mental re- 
tardation the greater the physical.” © 

The child’s lung capacity will be tested 
by a spirometer. The cranium will be 
scientifically measured. The pupil will 
be weighed, itting and standing 
heights taken and other minor, phys- 
ical tests made. A comparison will be 
made with the average physical meas- 
urements of a normal child of the same 
age, determined from a table prepared 
after an examination of more than 100,- 
000 normal children of the same 8ex. 

“Dull children are divided into three 
main classes,’’ Wallin said. “One is 
the monon, which is nearest the normal 
state. This is the child your ordinarily 
call a fool. The word has only been 
recently coined from the Greek word. 
Then the imbecile, which is next lowest 
in the mental state, and, lastly, the 
idiot, or worst of all. The latter is 
frequently so mentally defective that 
he cannot care for himself, and some- 
times has to be fed.”’ 

Wallin said the idiot is generally two 
or three inches shorter in stature than 
the normal child; the imbecile from one 
to two inches and the monon less than 
one inch. 

Then the mental test, the most inter- 
esting of all, begins, The child's facial 
expression is first studied. 

Smile Often Deceiving. 


‘Many a backward child has a win- 
ning smile which would make you be- 
lieve he is intelligent,’’ Wallin said. 
“But in many cases he would not smile 
s0 much if he were not backward.”’ 

Of mental] tests there are many, which 
show scientifically the child’s memory, 
reasoning, and thought capacity. Among 
these is the De Sanctis test, which shows 
the order of the child’s mental difficulty, 
and the Binet-Simon test, which shows 
the scale of intelligence, as, for instance, 
whether or not a child of 10 has the 
brain development of a child of 7 years. 

Then Wallin has his own tests. In 
one of these he uses a large board, with 
round, square and triangular holes, both 
large and small, with blocks to fit. The 
child is told to see how fast he can 
place the blocks in the right holes. This 
test, he said, shows whether the portion 
of the brain controlling the muscles 
works in conjunction with the portion 
which controls the thought. 


Another srmple test is tapping. ‘‘See 
Low fast you can tap your finger on this 
Loard,’’ Wallin will say. 

After the child is classified, a certain 

course of work and study is outlined 
tc fit the particular case. It may be 
the child needs individual instruction. Or 
the child may be placed in a@ class of 
others of the same mental state. Wal- 
lin lays stress on the training of mind, 
muscle and eye at the same time, and 
for this reason manual training will be 
extensively used. 
Wallin said the pupil who is backward 
in only one study, say mathematics, 
may not be feeble minded, but merely 
in need of a little coaching, which will 
be given. 


Makes Special Study of Truant, 


The truant is a special study with 
Wallin. 

“Many a pupil who plays truant, and 
is classed as wayward, is not so at 
all,” he said. “It may be the child is 
backward in one or more studies, and 
realizes it. His failures in class make 
him ashamed of himself, and so he 
plays truant and is called before the ju- 
venile court. He plays truant several 
times again, gets in more trouble, and 
then starts on the downward path. As 
proof of this, one scientific investigator 
in Los Angeles recently disclosed that 
9 per cent of the criminals there were 
truants in boyhood days. 

“A special class was then established 
in Los Angeles for boys with truaut 
tendencies, and a record of five vears 
there shows that of this class, 99 per 
cent were perfect in attendance. That 
shows the results when you place the 
pupil in a class where others are on 
an equal footing with him, and he does 
not feel his slow progress. In ghis class 
they start the truant doing or studying 
what he likes best, obtain his interest in 
this manner, and then begin work in 
other essentials. Then the pupil gen- 
erally become enthusiastic about his 
work.”’ 

Wallin says that scientific investiga- 
tion shows that a large number of 
criminals are mental defectives, and 
that by properly training them in child- 
hood the state will fee] the better mora} 
influence in years to come.

There are 19 cases 
of typhoid, other than employes, in the 
hospital. 


City Bacteriologist Baldwin said a test 
of the water from the Carroll street 
high pressure main, from which the 
Lospital supply of water is taken 
showed the presence of colon bacilli. 
No baccilli were found in water from 
thef low pressure main. The water in 
the high pressure main comes from the’ 
reservoir at Grand and Lafayette ave- 
nues. Distilled water is used in the 
hospital. 

Health Commissioner Starkloff said 
the percentage of typhoid fever cases 
in St. Louis, for this season of the year, 
is very low.

WOMAN IS FOUND 
DROWNED IN HOME 
S FLOOD RECEDES 


Man and Boy Also Victims of 


Disaster in Kansas City— 
Property Loss Is Large. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 


8.—Leav- 
ing its valley, from bluff to bluff, knee 
deep in slime, Turkey Creek retreated 


into ‘ts benks late vurterday afternoon. 

During the 12 hours the small] stream 
Claimed the whole of the valley, after a 
rain of 6.94 inches, it is estimated that 
3000 homes and 200 business houses were 
badly damaged, stocks of goods swept 
away or ruined, and many horses, cows 
and chickens drowned.” The damage is 
estimated at $1,500,000. 

A man and a boy were killed by an 
electrically charged wire concealed un- 
der water. 

Mrs. Sarah Woods, the one woman 
known to have lost her life, drowned in 
her home in Garfield court. She was 
called out when the flood rose, but re- 
turned and was caught. The body waa 
found in two feet of mud. 

Search is being made for other possi- 
ble victims. 

Until yesterday afternoon many of the 
small homes along the streets near the 
valley were inaccessible and have not 


yet been visited since the water filled 
them. 

The damage at the stockyards is 
large. Sheep pens were washed away 
and the Imperial Serum Manufacturing 
Co.’s plant was destroyed. About 1000 
hogs were quarantined, undergoing pre- 
ventive treatment for cholera. Most 
of them were swept away and 
drowned. 

Although Convention Hall was thrown 
open to receive refugees and the city 
had provided cots and blankets for their 
comfort, none had applied there for aid 
up te late this morning. The officials 
of Rosedale said they were able to care 
for the situation in their city.

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With hot and sultry weather follow- 
ing the rains and somewhat cooler tem- 
perature of the first week in September 
it is evident that there must be no let- 
up in the activity to save the babies by 
means of pure milk, which is being 
supplied by the Post-Dispatch Fund. 


Secretary H. E. Mortland of the St. 
Louis Pure Milk Commission, which 
distributes the milk, says there will ba 
no decrease in the number of babies 
needing this food during the month of 
September. More than 300 babies are 
now receiving the milk daily. and new 
cases are constantly being reporte‘. 

At no time are the infants of the 
tenements in greater need of aid than 
during ‘the hot weather of late summer 
and earty autumn. Then, while the 
children of the rich are arriving home 
from their summer resorts in the North 
and are faltering under the hot rays of 
the September sun, and their mothers, 
too, are complaining of the torrid cli- 
mate, the children of the other half of 
society have far greater cause for com- 
plaint. 

If those babies which have had the 
best of care and sustenance and for 
whose comfort every convenience has 
been provided during the long summer 
are visibly affected as fall approaches, 
it is not difficult to conceive the condi- 
tion of those children of the congested 
districts who are herded together in 
small rooms, with few comforts or con- 
veniences and poor food. 

Some of them may have been able to 
withstand the heat thus far, They may 
not have been visibly affected during 
June and July and August. But for 
many of these the strain of the long 
summer will prove too much, Some 
may have broken down under the heat 
a month ago, and only by immediate 
attention can the lives of these babies 
be saved. 

In the saving of these lives and the 
restoring of health of babies of -nu- 
merous poor. families the Free Ice and 
Pure Milk Fund still will prove of in- 
estimable value. To aid this fund, hun- 
dreds of children and adults in all parts 
of the city have contributed, either by 
personal contribution or by giving en- 
tertainments. Other entertainments are 
continually being planned, in spite of 
the opening of school, and these will re- 
the Fund sufficiently to pro- 
vide against the inroads on it by the 
September demand for ice and milk. 

Realizing that the appreciation of a 
donation is not measured by its size, but 
that the spirit in which it is given and 
the manner in which it is earned are the 
really big considerations, three little 
boys who live on Peach avenue yester- 
day sent to the fund a contribution of 
% cents which they had earned by giv 
ing a penny show. The boys are Bert 
Weiss, Tom Démpsey and Hugh Allen. 
The size of the donation certainly is no 
indication of the industry required by 
these young workers to net this amount 
from their performance. 

It is important that there be no ahate- 
ment of interest or aprert among work- 
ers for the Pure MilK Fund during the 
next month. The generous work ‘both 
among adults and children in giving 
money and entertainments to aid less 
fortunate persons must be continued, so 
that summer’s final attack may be re-

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- UNAWED BYENGLAND. 
When President Wilson, on England’s demand | 
for a strict fulfitiment of the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty, urged repeal of the Panama Canal tolls 
exemption to American coastwise,ships, many 
Americans hotly accused him of truckling to the 
British lion. He was even pictured in some jour- 
nals aS a lackey in knee breeches delivering 
American allegiance to the court of St. James. 
Persons of that kidney are now invited to 
witness his stout refusal to be influenced by 
England's selfish protest against his plan to give 
the United States an effective merchant marine 
in competition with England’s lines. 

The President adheres to his purpose, despite 
England’s objection, seconded by that of Russia 
and France, to procure legislation creating a 
national mercantile marine. He declines to be 
bound by England’s declaration that this country 
cannot legally buy and operate the impounded 
German merchant ships now lying idle in Amer- 
ican harbors. At his instance the House Com- 
mittee on Merchant. Marine has reported favor- 
ably the Alexander bill. This bill proposes a 
$10,000,000 corporation, of whose stock the Gov- 
ernment shall own at least 51 per cent, to buy 
or build and operate lines of steamships to carry 
‘trade and passengers betweén the ports of the 
United States and other countries. 

Nobody need fear that the most distinguished 
living advocate of international peace will do 
anything calculated to involwe the United States 
in serious differences with other countries. 

On the other hand, nobody need fear that our 
stalwart American chief executive will yield an 
inch of thts country’s rights as «@ sovereign 
power, at peace with all the world, in order to 
please any other government on earth. 

The most imperative need of the American 
people ‘at this time is to have the channels of 
their foreign trade reopened to full capacity. 
Hitherto, since Civil War days, we have relied 
for the transportation of our products to foreign 
countries almost wholly upon ships flying foreign 
flags. The war has crippled this privately owned 
foreign shipping service most seriously. There 
is no adequate American-owned merchant ‘fleet 
to carry our grain and cotton to Europe, or our 
factory products to South America, whose re- 
publics, suddenly cut off from a large part of 
their European connections, are crying out for 
the cash, credit and commodities of the United 
States. The business of the country saffers the 
gravest disabilities for want of ships to do the 
business that has been thus abandoned. For 
éxample, the decline of imports has necessitated 
the levying of an internal tax of $100,000,000 to 
make good a shortage in Government revenue 
from the customs. And that amount is only a 
drop in the bucket compared with this country’s 
total enforced contribution to the cost of Eu- 
rope’s war madness. 

Unele Sam has been most generous to private 
capital in dealing with this situation. He has 
not only opened American registry to foreign 
ships without restricting them to operating con- 
ditions which American ships must meet at 
higher cost. He has gone further: he has as- 
sumed the war risk on all privately owned ships 
carrying cargoes under the American flag. 

Notwithstanding this generosity, there are 
American shipping interests, desirous to levy 
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forced upon millions of anxious business men, 
who are in no mood for distracting sensations 
or diversions. In the grim comypulsion that is 
upon them they will find encouragement in the 
knowledge that administrators of their Govern- 
ment are at their posts, alert, laborious and 
true. 
Woodrow Wilson has been on the job for peace, 
on the job for fair taxation, on the job for hon- 
est business, on the job for self-respecting in- 
dustry, on the job for sound currency and on 
the job for just banking. We believe that a 
great people who are also on the job will take 
care of him and of every member of Congress,

Should the morning’s meager indications grow 
into definite news of sharp German reverses, it 
is an adverse if not critical situation fn which 
the German forces stand today, in the enemy’s 
domain unprotected by fortifications of their own 
making, with the odds of position against them, 
open to new attacks by reinforcements on the 
north and west, and with the element of time 
operating to their disadvantage. 

Yet odds do not always determine the results 
of battle. Heroic fighting generally does. Con- 
ceivably, such are the chances of war, a crushing 
defeat of the Allies might grow out of this sit- 
uation. 

One great certainty, one great fact, is presented 
—the contact of the opposing forces in mass and 
a standing test of their power and valor.

IS AGAIN LOWER: 
GOLD GOES OUT 


Canadian Bankers Took $1,- 
000,000. From New York 
in Return for Grain. 


By ee Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 8—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial re- 
view, today says 

“The two noteworthy incidents in the 
day’s financiai markets were the further 
decline in foreign exchange and the 
sharp drop in price of wheat. The first 
was one more plainly due to growing 
confidence that the bold and public-spir- 
ited action of our banks, in guaranteeing 
payment of New York City’s foreign 
obligations, would restore a normal mar- 
ket for exchange. This arrangement, 
which in reality “vas the pivot on which 
thé whole present situation of interna- 
tional finance depended, has been nearly 
completed. What may now be hoped is, 
that not one of the institutions which 
were asked to stand together in the 
matter will hold back. If that result 
be achieved the episode will be a land- 
Mark in our history as an international 
market. 

Today’s fall of 6 cents a bushel in the 
Chicago price of wheat seems to have 
been ascribed in that market to a better 
prospect of peace. It is by no means 
clear from what such deduction could 
have been drawn and it is equally ob- 
vious that other reasons for a reaction 
have existed. Conducted at its recent 
made pace of advancing values, the 
wheat market lately has cut loose from 
any reasonable basis of valuation, and 
the pyramid of speculation, built up in 
the process, was such as to invite a 
reaction, all the more violent the fur- 
ther prices rose. Meantime, however, it 
is interesting to report that the complete 
and revised figures for last week’s wheat 
exports, reach the wholly unprecedented 
total of 10,446,000 bushels, and that over 
4,000,000 went direct to France. 

“The Government’s monthly report, 
published today on the amount and 
kinds of money circulating in this coun- 
try, shows that $111,238,000 was added to 
such circulation during August. This 
is an increase of about 3% per cent on 
the estimated total as of Aug. 1. It was 
caused entirely by emergency bank note 
issues, Of which $126,241,000 in all were 
put out last month. The circulating sup- 
ply of other forms of money decreased. 
Even of gold, in consequence of the 
heavy exports in the first week of the 
month, we held $34,000,000 less at the end 
of August than at its beginning. To 
what extent this $111,000,000 net increase 
in total money circulation offsets ac- 
tual hoarding, is a curious question. In 
the only other month in recent years 
when any such increase has occurred— 
November, 1907—it undoubtedly served 
that purpose.- Our net increase in cir- 
culating medium then was $131,872,000, 
and twice that sum was afterwards es- 
timated by the Treasury as having been 
hoarded in the panic. Of the increase in 
existing circulation, during that Novem- 
ber, $51,000,000 was in new bank notes, 
but $64,000,000 in gold brought hurriedly 
from Europe—a curious contrast to last 
month’s experience. 

‘‘Negotiations were in progress 
trveen bankers here and in France to 
permit the drawing of bills on. Bor- 
deaux in the near future. This action 
has been called for by the difficulty of 
communicating with Paris under the 
present conditions, when ae city is al- 
most in a state of siege, so that no one 
knows whether exchange sent there for 
collection. would not be exposed to the 
risks of delay similar to those experi- 
enced by bankers who were unfortunate 
enough to send valuable mail matter 
from this city to Germany in the last 
week of July. That mail, which com- 
prised an immense amount of exchange 
on Germany, is still held up in England, 
and in all probability will not be de- 
livered until the close of the war.
